Life Is Indivisible, 
So Undivided 


The m aterial 
concept of life 
says that life is much divided up, 
that every m ortal has a life of his 
own which he 
may lose while 
other m ortals keep theirs. 
F u r­ 
therm ore, the m any forms of m a­ 
terial life have varying spans ot 
existence. 
A m ortal may live for 
a century, an elephant for two 
centuries, some 
trees 
for sixty 
centuries, and certain insects for 
only a few days or a few hours. 
Again, in this divided-up sense of 
lite, one form of life may be sick, 
another well, one strong, another 
weak. One may hear, another be 
deaf, 
one 
be 
joyful, 
another 
grieved. 
The 
m aterial 
mind 
blights and afflicts 
some while 
favoring and fattening others for 
future affliction. 
Always it cre­ 
ates, ultim ately to destroy, lack­ 
ing the w herew ithal to m aintain 
for long its tem porary identities. 
The spiritual idea shows Life 
to be one, undivided because in­ 
divisible. 
W here would you be­ 
gin to divide and dissect Mind? 
it cannot be done, and it has not 
been done. 
The sunlight is the 
expression of the sun through its 
sunbeam s. 
Life is the one Life 
Mind and its universe of rad ian t­ 
ly intelligent ideas, all united to 
their source and to each other 
through understanding.

W ith the tru th in her 
son’s letters she began to correct 
this.

ing to im age forth only Love. In 
a short tim e she could see.

O ur one real selfhood sees, 
hears, and feels w ith the Life and 
M ind th at is Love. 


ship w ith m atter is gotten rid of 
only by understanding o u r son­ 
ship w ith God. 
When one approaches Christian 
Science he may believe he is a 
sick and hopeles m ortal w ith some 
hope of a better status hereafter. 
As he discovers som ething of his 
sonship w ith God, Spirit, Love, 
he begins to recognize and affirm 
that he is not w hat negative m at­ 
ter claims he is, but only what 
God, his real Life and 
Mind, 
knows he is, the individual mani­ 
festation, or son, of God.

Jesus healed all m anner of dis­ 
ease and sin by his clear under­ 
standing of m an’s sonship with 
God, his spiritual nature, and the 
superiority this gives him over all 
the claims of destructive m aterial 
forces. A favorite statem ent of 
Science and H ealth is (pp. 476, 
477); "Jesus beheld in Science the 
perfect man, who appeared to him 
w here sinning m ortal m an ap­ 
pears to m ortals. In this perfect 
m an the Saviour saw G od’s own 
likeness, and this correct view of 
m an healed the sick. 
Christian 
Science is enabling us to begin 
to perceive, in some degree, the 
spiritual perfection of m an as the 
son, or expression of God, and so 
today to heal the sick. 
A woman past sixty-five was so 
afflicted w ith paralysis that she 
had lost the use of her legs and 
one arm. She could not talk, see, 
or think clearly. In a few days 
tim e she 
was 
healed 
through 
C hristian Science. How? Through 
th e realization, by the practition­ 
e r 
that her only real selfhood 
w as the son of God, the m anifes­ 
tation of eternal Mind, infinite 
good, and that this one real sell 
w as not in m atter but only in 
M ind; th at as God'.: own m ani­ 
festation she w as completely and 
constantly united to, and with 
God, and was continuously em ­ 
pow ered by her constituting Mind 
w ith the unim pairable ability to 
live to see, to be active. 
These 
tru th s declared the suprem e law 
of Spirit, and compelled negative, 
m aterial law to give way, and a 
norm al hum an condition to ap­ 
pear. 
H er life was found not in 
godless, m indless m atter, but in 
the Father Mind, as His son. Hit 
ow n image, endow ed w ith G ods 
health, God's life, God’s vitality 
and activity. 
W hat does it mean to heal; 
O ne m eaning is "to restore tc 
original purity or integrity; tc 
nake whole.” Christian Science 
Joes this as no other system does 
(or it brings to the understand 
ing that prim al God-ordered in­ 
tegrity and wholeness of charac­ 
ter which m akes health the nor­ 
m al and continuing condition ol 
man. 
Mortality Displaced 
by Spirituality 


"We cannot understand save as 
w e love; 
We cannot even see save as we 
love.

M ortals believe they are m or­ 
tals now but th at by some mys­ 
terious m eans they may be here­ 
a fte r ushered into im m ortal life. 
M any believe m ortality can sud­ 
denly cease w ith the stopping of 
the heart action and immortality 
suddenly appear. 
Christian Sci­ 
ence refutes this illogical teach­ 
ing. It declares the 
individual 
holds in his own hand the key of 
spiritual understanding which un­ 
locks the door of hum an con­ 
sciousness and enables man to 
think 
and act spiritually. 
He 
m ay find eternal, spiritual Life 
h ere or h ereafter only in the d e­ 
gree that he u n d erstan d in g ^ rec­ 
ognizes his sonship in God, and 
therew ith dissolves the belief of 
sonship in m atter. “He th at hath 
th e Son hath life; and he that 
h ath not the Son of God hath 
not life." The m aterial sense of 
life and selfhood continues until 
displaced in individual conscious­ 
ness, through individual effort, 
by the spiritual idea of Life and 
its son, man.

A friend in the legal profession 
had often wondered why th e Lord 
comm anded the children of Israel, 
when they passed over th e Jor­ 
dan into Canaan, to destroy all 
the C anaanites’ pictures. L ater he 
had occasion to be w ith a relative 
afflicted w ith a severe form of 
sciatica which confined him to 
his bed for a time and later neces­ 
sitated the use of crutches. 
My 
friend accepted a very vivid men­ 
tal picture of all this into his 
thought and soon was attacked 
by sciatica. Then he began to real­ 
ize why Moses had commanded 
that all the C anaanite pictures be 
destroyed. He saw th at h is own 
suffering was the direct result of 
his failing to do this. 
With the help of a practitioner 
he gained a clearer realization of 
his sonship with God. W hen the 
falsity of the lying picture, so ag­ 
gressively 
presented 
to 
his 
thought by the m aterial mind, 
was realized, he becam e physical­ 
ly free. Many m ortals suffer for 
failing to destroy, w ith th e true 
idea of Life, the false pictures 
throw n on the screen of mortal 
thought in the past. Som etim es it 
has been a scene of suffering, of 
death, of sin, of strife or cruelty. 
Not one of these pictures of m ate­ 
rial falsity has th e least sub­ 
stance, truth, life, o r real identity. 
We m ust erase 
them , 
destroy 
them w ith the know ledge that 
nothing real is found in such love­ 
less scenes and th at they are no 
p art of our identity o r our broth­ 
er's identity. 
Emerging from 
Material Life 


“Emerge gently from m atter in­ 
to Spirit,” writes Mrs. Eddy in 
Science and Health, page 485. The 
first word in the adm onition is 
'em erge.” Sometimes we need to 
rem ind ourselves not to p u t more 
em phasis on the "gently" then on 
"em erge"! Through patience and 
persistence the attainm ent of spir­ 
itual Life with the health, hap­ 
piness, and harm ony w hich char­ 
acterize it is gained, a step at a 
time. W ith the penetrating ideas 
of spiritual being we have to 
break through the shell of hard 
m aterial thinking and find the 
freedom 
of the 
life 
abundant 
which the M aster cam e to reveal. 
A tiny chick has to m ake its 
way to freedom out of th e shell 
which confines it. 
The process 
is not too easy. W ith a m inute 
tooth, provided by natu re for the 
purpose, it begins to peck at the 
imprisoning 
shell. 
The 
blows 
gradually become stronger and 
stronger. Not a few' but ten thou­ 
sand blow's, or more, are needed 
before the shell has been broken 
and freedom w'on. The chick must 
persist in using the m eans at 
hand to open the w ay to a life- 
freedom that the lim iting shell 
would deny it. Mrs. Eddy em pha­ 
sizes the demand for m ortals to 
emerge from m ateriality in the 
statem ent (Science and H ealth, p. 
552): • M ortals m ust em erge from 
this notion of m aterial life as all­ 
in-all. They must peck open their 
shells w ith Christian Science, and 
look outw ard and upw ard”—out- 
ivard from the lim itations o f ma­ 
terial self, upward from the earth 
weights of m ateriality. 


and Mind, there is no sixteen- 
year-old, forty-year-old, or sixty- 
year-old mortal. 
The only real 
m an—th e son, o r expression, of 
eternal Life and Love—never be­ 
gins w ith m aterial germ ination, 
is never m aterially developing, 
aging, o r dying. He must be and 
is as ageless, timeless, and end­ 
less qs the Life and Mind he lives 
to express. We should be as dili­ 
gent in refuting th e lies of age 
as the lies of disease. 
O ur in­ 
dividuality isn't "getting old" any­ 
more than Spirit is getting old. 
Says Science and H ealth (p. 246): 
"Life is eternal. We should find 
this out, and begin the dem on­ 
stration thereof. 
Life and good­ 
ness are immortal. Let us then 
shape o u r views of existence into 
loveliness, freshness, and contin­ 
uity, rath er than into age and 
blight.” He who sees som ething 
of the Life which is God sees the 
need daily to repudiate the whole 
concept of m ortal life and m or­ 
tals to express it, for m ortality 
is the sum total of falsity person­ 
ified. God, Spirit, Life, and Mind, 
and His individual ideas are the 
sum total of reality identilied. 
Have you been believing th at 
som etim e you w ill die? If so, m ay 
I suggest that you consider cnang- 
ing your viewpoint. W hy? Be­ 
cause th e Bible, logic, and reve­ 
lation all show th a t the only real 
m an is the son of God, or the 
image of God, as the first chapter 
of Genesis puts it. Can the image, 
o r evidence, of etern al Mind die? 
A re M ind and its m anifestation 
at the m ercy of m indless forces? 
Regardless of w hether the bundle 
of cells and tissues you m ay now 
accept as your bodily identity 
may 
som etime 
stop 
physically 
functioning, the only real “you" 
cannot, and w ill not, cease to 
live. Accept no future, im m ediate 
or rem ote, for yourself or your 
brother, except th a t of Love’s de­ 
signing. The continuity of M ind’s 
ceaseless 
expression 
cannot 
be 
broken 
by 
m indless 
m aterial 
forces, 
how ever 
organized. 
So 
better prepare for eternal Life. 
T hat is w hat C hristian Science 
is show ing us how to do. It’s a 
joyous occupation.

God. He says, "Thou hast m ade 
him exceeding glad

countenance.” 
W hat G od’s countenance is, and 
w hat m an's true countenance is.

Solomon surely saw som ething 
of the lifeless n atu re of an evil, 
critical tongue w hen he said, "A 
wholesom e tongue is a tree of 
life.” 
The converse is equally 
true. An unwholesome tongue is 
a tree of death. 
Everyone, h ap ­ 
pily, can have the tree of life, 
and no one need have in his 
m ental garden th e tree of de­ 
structiveness 
and 
death. 
D e­ 
structive criticism is a loveless, 
lifeless thing. M ortals who lend 
their thoughts and tongues to it 
do no service to th eir fellows and 
endanger 
their 
own 
spiritual 
sense. 
Why do so m any m ortals con­ 
sent to indulge in unloving, d e­ 
structive criticism? Only because 
they still believe, so intensely, in 
the m aterial concept of life as 
real and in the m aterial m an as 
the real man.

W hat 
w ill stop it is for you and m e so 
to realize the loveliness and p e r­ 
fection of God and His creation 
th a t we lose all w illingness to 
tu rn to the m iserable counter­ 
feit and w aste tim e and thought 
discussing the defects and de­ 
ficiencies of its tem porary p e r­ 
sonalities.

The one pow er hatred and c rit­ 
icism cannot w ithstand is Love. 
These very m ental sins have no 
defense against Love. This is il­ 
lustrated by the following expe­ 
rience. A farm er's wife became 
interested in Christian Science. 
Her husband became very c rit­ 
ical and hateful tow ard it and 
refused to drive her to or from 
the church some miles away. B ut 
she knew she had found God and 
Life, and she was faithful.

_>r over the straw berry plants 
when they w ere about to bloom, 
io destroying the crop. 
But the wife thrived on adver­ 
sity, and she knew God’s love 
could and would provide the way, 
even though for that year her 
plans had been thw arted. 
If o th ­ 
ers chose to hate, her work was 
to love and to trust God more. 
The next year the straw berries 
were planted again. No hate d e ­ 
stroyed them . She had her in ­ 
struction. W hen a C hristian Sci­ 
ence lecture was given some tim e 
later in the comm unity the h u s­ 
band was glad to attend with his 
wife. A stony heart w ith its u n ­ 
founded hate and b itter criticism 
was m elting before th at sense of 
Life th a t refused to express an y ­ 
thing but Love.

ate in peace” (Christion Science 
versus Pantheism , pp. 14, 15). 
A vital quality of dem ocracy 
is that it encourages the processes 
of progress and salvation for all 
mankind. 
Democracy evidences 
a better concept of God in hum an 
consciousness. 
Democracy does 
not resist, endanger, or com bat 
the appearing in thought of th e 
savior of m ankind. The great im ­ 
provem ent in hum an life, social­ 
ly, politically, economically, th a t 
characterizes it flows naturally 
from it 
placing no form of poli­ 
tical priestcraft betw een man and 
his God. 
One thing is worse than w a r; 
and th at is to be faithless to o ur 
ideals, to love our hum an sense 
of life more than those ideals. 
The M aster saw the conflict in 
human thought betw een the h u ­ 
man sense of life and the spiritual 
ideals for w hich all, if necessary', 
must be sacrificed when he said, 
"For w hosoever w ill save his life 
shall lose it; but whosoever shall 
lose his life for my sake and th e 
gospel’s, the sam e shall save it.” 
The distorted concept of law an d 
governm ent 
being 
aggressively- 
presented 
to 
the 
world 
today 
would, if it could, wedge b e ­ 
tween the individual and his G od 
a m an-m ade state controlled by 
self-chosen m ortals. Freedom o'f 
religious 
and 
political 
thought 
would be subject to the w him of 
the hum an will. No such concept 
springs from the Mind that is 
Love and eternal Life. H um an 
will is "the m otive-pow er of e r ­ 
ror" (Science and Health, p. 597). 
The true governm ent of m an is 
the m otivating pow er of the all- 
intelligent Mind that is God. T he 
"new order" that aw aits us is th e 
eternal order, God’s order, new 
to darkened m aterial 
thought, 
but forever natural to the M ind 
and identities th at are the w ork 
of God. 
The C hristian Science organ­ 
ization has taken an unequivocal 
stand for the all-out defense of 
the dem ocratic ideal of govern­ 
ment, at any cost, because it r e ­ 
gards the issue as basic. 
T he 
progress of hum anity, it knows, 
can be served, not by running 
the sm allest chance of having 
foisted upon m ankind a m ortal 
man-made autocracy, but only by 
keeping open the unobstructed 
way for the fuller appearing of 
God s free and theocratic govern­ 
ment of His own. 
Let us know th at the chief 
theme of the M aster’s teaching is 
still 
true, 
“The 
kingdom 
of 
heaven is at hand,” “The K ing­ 
dom of God is w ithin you.” H is 
chief purpose w as to help m en 
find th e real concept of govern­ 
ment— man, the son of the F a th ­ 
er, Mind, governed by the sam e 
cause that constitutes him. H u ­ 
man governm ents have fallen fa r 
short of this ideal. B ut the foot­ 
steps tow ard its fuller realization 
must lie, not along the w ay c h a rt­ 
ed by the self-willed m ortal min'd, 
but along those riv er courses of 
thought which, at least in som e 
degree, evidence as their source 
the eternal Principle of man, th e 
I rinciple which is eternal Mind, 
Life, and Love.

T he vague an d 
fan tastic su r­ 
ro u n d s from th e 
first th e man 
w hom R obert 
S ch u m an n called 
“th e boldest, proudest 
poel-soul 
of all tim e." 
S ev eral dates, viz: 
M arch 1, 2 and 4. 1809. an d F eb­ 
ru a ry 22. 1810. h ave been found 
r corded in different biographies 
as C hopin’s b irth date, th e first 
tw o hav in g been p o p u larly ac­ 
cen ted and celebrated. 
H ow ever, prosaic re a lity steps 
in an d dispells all doubts. 
His 
b irth certificate rev eals F ebruary 
22, 1810. as th e day of b irth of 
F red eric F rancois C hopin, born at 
Zelazow a W ola (pronounced Ji lu- 
•ova) n ear W arsaw , Poland, then 
u n d e r R ussian dom inion. 
It is a 
nleasing fact th a t w e can cele­ 
b ra te on th e sam e d ay th e b irth ­ 
d ays of tw o "boldest and proud­ 
est souls”, W ashington an d Cho­ 
pin. and p a trio ts of th e ir respect­ 
ive countries, though in entirely 
different spheres. 
D ifferent S pheres 
W hile W ashington's sphere of 
action w as th at of th e soldier and 
statesm an, C hopin's 
sp h ere was 
th at of the poet and m usician. 
H e filled it 
so 
w ell 
th at he 
brought glory, love an d spiritual 
•ichos to Poland, th e land of his 
b irth, as 
w ell 
as to th e whole 
w orld, since his m edium w as the 
u niv ersal language of M usic.

Butler. 
With Eugene Therieau 
sworn in yesterday morning as 
an alternate, there are now three 
of these. Alternates besides Ther­ 
ieau are C. G. Chamberlin and 
Florian Boyd. 
The February quota for passen­ 
ger cars is, tires, seven, and tubes, 
live; for trucks, tires, seven, ana 
tubes, 12. Against this quota total 
certificates actually issued for the 
month included passenger cars, 
seven tires and four tubes; 
trucks, seven tires, seven tubes; 
obsolete tires, eighteen tires, elev­ 
en tubes. The reason there were 
so large a number of obsolete 
sizes issued was that there were 
comparatively no restrictions on 
these up to the recent revision. 
From now on things will be dif­ 
ferent in issuance of this class 
also, according to Wilson. 
Quota Is Smaller 
The March quota is smaller, 
that for passenger cars being four 
tires and three tubes; for trucks, 
eleven tires and thirteen tubes 
and for truck retread, five tires. 
It was called to attention here 
that no certificates have yet been 
received for the truck retread 
tires and that until these are re­ 
ceived, even though the quota 
provides for five retreads, these 
cannot be obtained. It is also 
brought out that the quota does 
not include any passenger car re­ 
tread tires. 
Up to March 12th the follow­ 
ing certificates have been issued: 
passenger cars — Police depart­ 
ment, two tires and two tubes; 
Mae S. Cohen, for truck used in 
airport work, one tire and one 
tube; obsolete size, C. H. Driskell 
electrical repair work, two tires 
and two tubes. 
Chairman Wilson announced 
that when the rationing board 
does get blanks for passenger 
car retreads this month in accord­ 
ance with the quota allowance, 
the information will immediately 
be made public through this 
newspaper.

Dear Congressman: 
We are writing you as our rep­ 
resentative in Congress, asking 
you to take a very decided stand 
on the Japanese question. We 
have had some rousing and en­ 
thusiastic meetings on this ques­ 
tion here recently. We attended 
a meeting recently where the 
largest theatre in town was pack­ 
ed to overflowing and hundreds 
of people had to be turned away 
because of the tremendous inter­ 
est in this question. So, we feel 
that we do not voice our opinions 
alone, but the opinions of hun­ 
dreds of other people who en­ 
thusiastically attended this par­ 
ticular meeting. 
The Japanese have a dual cit­ 
izenship. Fifty thousand of them 
have gone back to Japan for 
their training, then they return 
to this country under orders to 
do the work the Japanese gov­ 
ernment wants them to do. 
It is a very dangerous situa­ 
tion, especially to us on the West 
coast and Hawaii, where the Japs 
have settled in such large num­ 
bers. According to information re­ 
ceived, the Japanese fifth col­ 
umnists are not to start work un­ 
til April, when they are to start 
sabotage plans. 
Their farms surround and are 
contiguous to our airports, our 
w ater supply, our oil supply de­ 
pots, and our transportation cen­ 
ters. The Japanese should be put 
in guarded concentration camps 
inland, and the Japanese frozen 
assets of $130,000,000.00 should be 
used to feed them, and they 
should be compelled to work. 
In Hawaii since December 7th 
attack, many Japanese have been 
put in the National Guard; they 
have also been put in positions 
of trust in guarding the reser­ 
voirs; in guarding supply depots, 
and other strategic points. Also 
citizens of Japanese parentage 
are allowed to have shortwave 
radio receiving sets and bear fire­ 
arms. These things bear an im

But Elliott 
instead carefully checked Wash­ 
ington, London and Paris officials 
and news sources. There were 
none to confirm the tale. Elliott, 
reasoning that German emissaries 
could not have arrived at Marshal 
Foch’s headquarters, continued in 
his stand despite the deluge of 
telegrams, telephone calls and 
near hysteria. 
To Melville E. Stone, the then 
general manager of the A. P., he 
said, “I’m convinced the story is 
wrong, that no armistice has been

The sub-lease signed by the 
city is for a period of fifteen 
years 
from 
M arch 1, 1942 to 
M arch 1, 1957. It involves use for 
facilities of a space approxim ate­ 
ly 350 feet by 500 feet. 
D uring the period of m ilitary 
use, w hich m eans probably for 
duration of the war, the lease 
calls for a rental of $1 per year. 
A fter th a t time the yearly rental 
will be $640. 
The lease calls for expenditure

It was announc­ 
ed at that tim e that the question 
of m aking this governm ent per­ 
m anent would be left to the vot­ 
ers of the city. 
Many factors in favor of the 
council-m anager form of m unici­ 
pal operation were called to a t­ 
tention 
this 
week 
by 
Mayor 
Philip L. Boyd and other city of­ 
ficials who are in favor of it. 
It is declared that this is the 
m ost efficient and at the same 
tim e the most democratic form of 
local governm ent. Proponents as­ 
sert it is superior to both old 
forms because it unifies organiza­ 
tion and m akes possible expert, 
non - political 
adm inistration 
(w hereas the mayor-council form 
supplies a partisan executive sad­ 
dled w ith political obligations). 


Widely Utilized 


They declare too that more than 
500 cities have the council-m an­ 
ager plan while about 200 others 
have some variation of it. These 
range from Bendix, N. J., with a 
population of 35, to Cincinnati, 
w ith a population of half a m il­ 
lion. 
Many other argum ents in favor 
of the plan are brought forth by 
the proponents. 
Opponents, meanwhile, express 
belief that it is a m ore costly 
form of operation and th at dur­ 
ing the present em ergency 
it 
should not be utilized if for no 
o ther reason than that alone. 
Various political 
prognostiea- 
tors predict th at the councilmanic 
race will be but a tem pest in a 
teapot compared to the volcanic 
controversy which the council- 
m anager 
ordinance 
issue 
will 
arouse prior to election date.

V ersatility is th e keynote of 
this week’s art view, and it is 
highlighted in pictorial grandeur 
in the paintings of Cyril A ldritt, 
whose w ork is being shown until 
March 24 at the Di sert Inn G al­ 
lery. 
The exhibit is brilliant in both 
w orkm anship 
and 
good 
taste, 
w hile the canvases shown tra v ­ 
erse the scale of subject m atter 
from sedate still-life to panoram ic 
m ajesty in desert and m ountain 
studies. 
Such versatility is noli w orthy 
w hen more than one subject is 
handled w ith equal facility. Very 
few 
landscape 
artists 
attem pt 
flowers, and still less f 1 o w e r 
painters get am w here when they 
tu rn to landscape. 
* 
* 
W hile A ldritt is no new com er 
as a landscapist, he first w on 
public acclaim as a painter of 
flowers. 
It was w hile studying a t the 
French Academie Ju lian th at he 
turned to flowers for relief from 
the drab colors imposed 
upon 
Julian students at th at tim e. It 
was the w inter of 1928, with P aris 
suffering the coldest w inter in 
forty years. For w eeks the sun 
did not p enetrate th e m urky grey 
skies. W ith the extravagance only 
an artist can venture, he bought 
a 
few 
hot-house 
flowers 
and 
painted them. From that innocent 
reaching out for color, he later 
em erged as a m atu re floral a r­ 
tist. 
U nsatisfied w ith the 
conven­ 
tional style of flow er com posi­ 
tion, he develops intensely orig­ 
inal designs by w hich a single 
blossom often assum es great free­ 
dom and pictorial effect. 
* 
* 
His still-life is painted 
w ith 
particular skill. His glass 
and 
m etals have dim ension and sol- 
•dity. A velvet drape is soft and 
luscious as the fabric itself. Look 
especially at his picture of a tiger 
lily w ith a w hite Q uan Yin for 


this quality of substance and tex ­ 
ture. 
His “M agnolia Design” possess­ 
es sheer beauty in both blossom 
and leaves, w hile his arrange­ 
m ent of his diffieult-to-com pose 
flow er is som ething to s h o u t 
about. A ldritt has a deep affec­ 
tion for m agnolias and has paint­ 
ed them in m any stages of devel­ 
opm ent. from small bud studies 
to oppulent m ural-size paintings 
in w hich tw enty or m ore of thfse 
gorgeous blossoms beguile one's 


ter,” the scene being fam iliar to 
m any. He has invested his paint­ 
ing w ith all the golden glory of 
desert w inter. The sky, the hills, 
the shack, 
the ancient cotton­ 
wood, all partakes of this om ni­ 
present golden quality. 


I find his study of sunflow ers 
most 
notew orthy 
because 
this 
llam boyant garden blossom is a 
touchy affair to m ake into a liva­ 
ble painting. Ever since V incent 
Van Gogh, men have tried 
to 
conquer the lowly 
sunflow er; 
few, I believe, have been m ore 
successful than A ldritt in cap tu r­ 
ing the yellow richness w ithin its 
more obvious flamboyance. 
Of course, the painting 
th at 
will catch the eye and excite you 
most, is the handsom ely-fram ed 
one of tea roses. In itS execution 
you find a certain virtuosity of 
technique. Those w ho grow tea 
roses and know its subdued m ys­ 
tery of color 
w ill 
understand 
w hy it took a m onth to paint this 
sim ple but enchanting f l o r a l 
piece. 
P erhaps h e has succeeded in 
bringing forth the full beauty of 
the rose because, as Mr. Paul 
Lauritz has said: “A ldritt lias a 
true ‘feeling’ for w hat is in a 
flower.” I’ll go all-out and elect 
this slender vase of roses a col­ 
lectors’ item. 
A m ong his pastorals, “Study 
in G reen” is a little gem. 
To 
agree w itli me, you have but to 
know th a t all this infinite play 
of inter-w oven tones is achieved 
out of one basic color. His charm ­ 
ing 
clum p 
of 
eucalyptus 
is 
w orthy of a second look, too, 
though in this there is evidence 
of a w ider latitude in pigm enta­ 
tion. 
Of particular interest to local 
view ers is 'Sunnybrook in W in-

Sunlight and shadow , breath­ 
taking tonal transparencies, dorr 
inate the A ldritt dcscrtscapes. Tr 
grasp the spacious loveliness o' 
the desert requires a consum­ 
m ate skill. 
W hile A ldritt has by no means 
reached the zenith of his possi­ 
bilities, his current 
work 
has 
abundant evidence of that skill: 
and, w hat is more, it holds the 
prom ise of full m atu rity in the 
near future. H erein lies the thrill 
for a rt lover and collector alike: 
to acquire th e work of an artist 
who is in th e ascendency 
and 
w hose creative greatness is as­ 
sured. The tim e to profit in art 
is before an adoring public has 
forced a painter's prices to a pro­ 
hibitive level. 
I base the foregoing conclu­ 
sions on the rem arks of im portant 
contem porary artists — g r e a t 
painters 
like 
Clyde 
Forsythe 
Paul Lauritz, Jam es Sw innerton 
—w ho pay A ldritt th e conipii 
m ent of saying that he is serious 
in his work. 
This 
is not idle 
praise, 
foi 
am ong the thousands of brush- 
w ieldcrs there exists a vast m a­ 
jority who are more dilettanti 
than painter, hut w ho neverthe­ 
less lay claim to public approval 
To single out the ra re few whi 
are serious in producing 
good 
art w ithout considering economic 
rew ards, is a risky business from 
w hich m ost m en shrink. 
You have b u t to kn o w A ldritt 
slightly to perceive th a t he is 
driven to his goal by an enthus­ 
iasm and sincerity th a t 
comes 
from w ithin. 
There is nothing 
superficial about e ith e r this ai 
tist o r his work. 
*

Am ong 
his 
strictly 
desert 
scapes, you will find particulat 
joy in studying “The Low Range,’ 
w hich gives you the feel of tht 
desert's vast and lovely solitude 
In all of them his m astery of sky 
w hether lum inously flawless or 
darkly clouded, is evident. 
Ht 
seems draw n to the moods 
oi 
N ature, as in “D ark Majesty,' 
where the fam iliar m ountain if 
shown dark and brooding with 
the prom ise of storm ahead. 
It takes some courage to delin­ 
eate the darker moods of a locale 
that is noted for its warm b ril­ 
liance. But th at is integrity in 
art. A ldritt evidently cares not 
to com prom ise fidelity for false 
effect. He captures atm osphere, 
that most tem peram ental of N a­ 
ture’s habilim ents. H e puts on his 
canvas the subtle nuances of tone

THE DESERT PALLID BAT 
Antrozous paclidus pacificus 


The bat is often referred to as a j 
creature “half 
m ouse and half 
bird," but this is denying the right 
of a long heritage to one of the 
aristocrats of 
th e 
m am m alian 
world. 
For the b a t is able to 
trace its ancestry, w ith absolutely 
no m ixing w ith 
o r 
relation to j 
either bird or m ouse, back to a ! 
tim e no less than 65 million years 
ago. A quick glance at a captive 
bat will reveal th a t it is nothing 
like either of the anim als m en­ 
tioned, and that it is a furry, soft 
creature entirely devoid of any 
supernatural or m alevolent a ttri­ 
butes. 
O ur desert 
is 
blessed—yes, I 
said “blessed”! — w ith 
several 
kinds of bats, all of w hich are in­ 
teresting and beneficial. The m ost 
common, as well as the largest, 
around Palm Springs, is the big­ 
eared D esert Pallid Bat. 
Seen Only at Dusk 


We see this 
creatu re 
of the 
night only at dusk, as it em erges 
from its hiding place. It is not 
particular as to w h ere it spends 
the day, so long as it is not e x ­ 
posed to full sunlight, and inhab­ 
its a variety of places. It is dark 
underneath 
the 
fronds of the 
W ashington 
palm, 
and it m ay 
stay there. 
A bandoned buildings 
or the attics of inhabited ones are 
often used, as are old mine shafts 
and tunnels. W here there are no 
hum an-m ade habitations, natural 
caves and even sm all crevices in 
th e rocks afford a shelter. 
The 
Pallid B at prefers 
to 
roost in 
company, but a solitary individu­ 
al is not uncommon 


body are lighter than the fore­ 
parts; in th e 
inverted position, 
this throw s the lighter parts on 
the underside, 
aw ay 
from the 
source of light, 
and 
the bat is 
thus effectively countershaded. 
Feeds on Insects 


The food of this 
anim al con­ 
sists alm ost entirely 
of insects, 
m ost of w hich are captured on 
the wing. 
Not all of them are 
taken thus, however, as m any 
rem ains of the ground-dw elling 
Jerusalem Cricket, o r Nina del 
Tierra, have been found in the 
stomachs of the bats. To capture 
these insects, it m ust be neces­ 
sary for the bat to alight on the 
ground. 
The m em brane stretch­ 
ing from the feet to the tail is 
probably used to assist in holding 
the struggling morsel. 
The flight of the P allid Bat is 
quite distinctive, being affected 
by slower w ing-beats and a stead­ 
ier progress. 
The flight of any 
bat is very different from that 
of any bird, and the wings are 
b uilt on entirely different p rin ­ 
ciples. 
The b at’s w ing is com­ 
posed of greatly elongated fingers 
and a short thum b. 
The wing- 
m em brane, or patagium , stretches 
between these fingers and a t­ 
taches 
to 
the 
foot, while the 
short thum b is left free and used 
as a grasping organ.

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In common with m ost bats, this simple wing, our Pallid Bat 
. 
. 
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species roosts in an inverted po­ 
sition, hanging head downward. 
As one of the few th a t does not 
dem and an almost 
totally dark 
spot, this bat has an interesting 
coloration. 
Nearly 
all 
anim als 
are lighter beneath than they are 
above, and this serves to m ake 
them more nearly invisible. Most 
bats, how ever, living always m 
the dark, have no need of this 
type of coloring and exhibit in a 
very slight degree.

able to perform rem arkable feats 
of airobatics in the pursuit of its 
agile dinner. 
Any hunter who 
has tried to shoot one of them 
on the w ing will attest to this; 
it is not impossible to hit it, but 
it does require a good shot. 
Keen Hearing 


At the high speed attained by 
the bat, some means of control is 
necessary; th at 
is, the 
anim al 
m ust know w hich w ay it wants to 
go. 
For this purpose, the sense 
of hearing is depended upon more 
than sight. An insect is at best a 
poor target, and in th e darkness 
of the time of the b at’s activity, 
even the largest is all but invis­ 
ible. 
But sound carries equally 
w ell by day or by night. And be­ 
side sound, the 
bat 
is able to 
utilize the reflection of air waves 


one, but there 
must 
be a few 
among the other animals. 
The 
rem ains of Pallid Bats have been 
found occasionally in the pellets 
of the barn owl, but it is doubt­ 
ful if the bird uses the bat as a 
staple article of diet. 
K enneth 
Stager, of the Los Angeles M u­ 
seum, has found a few bats of 
other species in the stomachs of 
California L yre snakes, and th e 
Pallid Bat also 
probably 
falls 
prey to the snake. The bat spends 
its tim e in places which m ake it 
difficult for 
coyotes 
and other 
predators to reach it . 
Not Carrier of Disease 


There is a very common belief 
th at the bat is one of the m ost 
verm inous of all creatures; as a 
m atter of fact, it does have a few

The Pallid Bat is not known 
to be the carrier of any disease. 
It is difficult to understand w hy 
the bat has achieved its present 
reputation; superstitious folk look 
upon it as an 
ally of the devil, 
w hile more enlightened ladies are 
certain that it flies about in an 
effort to find a nice head of h air 
in w hich to tangle itself. 
Both 
of these beliefs are, of course, u n ­ 
true. 
The bat 
is not different 
from other anim als, and is a nice 
neighbor to 
have 
around. 
Its 
habits around hum an habitations 
are often less clean than is desir­ 
able. but they should be discour­ 
aged w ithout 
being 
completely 
wiped out.

Dr. Lechner Explains Objectives 


Of Recent Palm Springs Addresses 


Recalling that he had emphasized in his talks in Palm Springs 
last week that this city is “NOT in danger” of enemy bombing, Dr. 
John R. Lechner, executive director of the Americanism Educational 
League, gave his own reactions to what occurred in Palm Springs 
last week in a letter to the Chamber of Commerce, a copy of which 
he sent this newspaper. 
His letter is as follows: 
Dear Sirs: 
I am only now recovering from the terrific impact of our expe­ 
rience in Palm Springs, and I can still hear faintly and yet dis­ 
tinctly the celestial voice coming from the mountainside even as 
the voice of Moses, crying out, "Palm Springs Is In Danger”—come 
to the Plaza Theatre tonight. 
I did not know until X reached the Lions Club Thursday noon 
what had caused all the excitement. Then I found that “Shanghai 
Lil" had frightened the liver out of a few woman who were in 
Palm Springs to cure that very organ. 
Appreciating of course the seriousness of the problem on the 
coast and yet at the same time recognizing the foolishness of creat­ 
ing hysteria in a protected area, I made every endeavor to stem the 
tide of that hysteria among our citizens. 
Please recall that I told the theatre audience of the three major 
reasons why Palm Springs is NOT in danger. These reasons are 
logical and must be considered on face value rather than on emo­ 
tion. 
1. The Japanese for several months to come must operate bomb­ 
ing squadrons either from an aircraft carrier or from bases which 
are still six thousand miles away. 
Japan has no bombers with a 
cruising range of fifteen thousand miles. America still has its Navy 
and A ir Patrol, making it difficult for any aircraft carrier to break 
through at the present stage of the war. 
2. Japan does expect to make forays on Alaska, Seattle, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles either from planes operating out of 
submarines (The Jap destroyer submarines carry two to four col­ 
lapsible planes which are not capable of carrying any considerable 
load of bombs), or from bases nearer Alaska. It is unreasonable to 
expect that they would overlook the hundred important military 
objectives in order to ferrit out a little group of harmless people 
hidden some place in the desert. 
3. The Japanese are too smart to try sending any planes over a 
two-mile high mountain range to bomb a little desert town, especial­ 
ly if they have to pass a most formidable air base which we have 
on the Pacific coast, March Field. 
Let us look rather to the important phases of national defense 
to awaken the people in the actual danger zones to sporadic attacks. 
That is, better coordination of civilian activities in the metropolitan 
and defense areas, the procurement of gas masks for possible gas 
attacks, the complete evacuation of all Japanese and Japanese- 
Americans with their complete supervision by the government un­ 
der m artial law regulations and a speeding up of defense industries 
now operating on a peace-time union basis. 
I trust to your fairness to let our Palm Springs friends know 
that although we have been working unceasingly to awaken our 
people to the realities of total war, that we still have a sense of bal­ 
ance and reason to recognize what steps should be most imminent 
for our protection and what precautions are most essential. I will 
see you in Palm Springs shortly because I do not expect it to be 
bombed.
